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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art references, singly or combined, teaches or suggests a synthetic microsphere 
having the specific diameter and composition as claimed. The Beck patent (US 
3,365,315) teaches a method of making glass bubbles formed from melting 
conventional glass particles. The ingredients as listed at col. 4 and claim 3 of the Beck 
patent are various commercial glass particles that are suitable as the starting glass 
particles (i.e. solid particles) to make glass bubbles. In addition, the percentages as 
listed in the Beck patent are not percentages of ingredients of a particular glass particle, 
but rather a collection of ranges of ingredients conventionally used in various 
commercial glass particles. Therefore, it does not anticipate the claimed invention, and 
it would not have been obvious to arrive at the specific composition of the microsphere 
as claimed. 

4. The Terminal Disclaimer is no longer necessary because the conflicting 
application 10/648,009 is currently pending in view of the RCE filing on that application. 
The subject matter of the present application, synthetic microspheres comprising 
aluminosilicate, is deemed a base invention, whereas the subject matter of the 
conflicting application, a building material comprising the microspheres claimed in the 
present application, is an improvement over the base invention. MPEP 804 I.B.I .
